Wilson Pledges

"And decision on a change of 
force must be made within 
NATO and must be decided by

There have been persistent 
reports in recent weks that 
Britain was about to rduce its 
51,000-member Rhine army. 


Wilson said there still is a 
$141-million deficit in the British 
balance of-payments with West 
Germany.

SELMA, Ala. (AP) — A 
hostile and angry crowd of 
white persons jeered other 
whites 
protesting 
alleged 
discrimination against Ne- 
groes on Saturday at about 
the same time Gov. George 
C. Wallace announced that 
his troopers would halt a 
planned march by Negroes 
from here to Montgomery. 


The planned 50-mile march to 
the Alabama' capital, looked to 
by Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
as the focal point of his efforts 
to dramatize the Negro voter 
situation 
in 
Alabama, 
was 
scheduled to start Sunday after- 
noon. 


The governor at a special 
news conference in Montgomery 
said such a march is not "con- 
ducive to the orderly flow of 
traffic and commerce 
within 
and through the State of Ala- 
bama. The additional hazard 
placed on highway travel by 
any 
such actions cannot be 
countenanced." 


His statement added: "Such a 
march cannot and will not be 
tolerated." 


Safety Factor 


The decision was reached, he 
said, in conjunction with the 
State 
Department 
of 
Public 
Safety, which would use what- 
ever 
measures 
necessary 
to 
prevent it. 


In Selma, Saturday's mile and 
a quarter march from a church 
to the Dallas County Courthouse 
was the first such action by 
white persons. The group, called 
Concerned White Citizens of Al- 
abama, 
included 
professors, 
businessmen, 
h o u s e w i v e s , 
school 
teachers 
and 
other 
professional people. 


When the taunts came from a 
crowd of about 500 persons, 
Public Safety Director Wilson 
Baker worked his way through 
the mob in an attempt to dis- 
perse it. 


He arrested one unidentified 
man on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. "I told you to quit 
cursing and I mean it," Baker 
said as the heckler was led 
away by two police officers. 


The citizens group, led by the 
Rev. Joseph Ellwanger of St. 
Paul's Lutheran church in Bir- 
mingham, stopped at the court- 
house. steps for about 15 minutes 
while the minister read a state- 
ment outlining the group's aims. 


Among these was to stop al- 
leged police brutality and intim- 
idation—which officers have de- 
nied — and to make it easier 
for Negroes to register to vote.

Slain in the farm home were 
Mrs. Dolores F. Gifford, 21; her 
son, Everett Ray, 3, and her 
brother-in-law, Terry Lee Gif- 
ford, 13. 


Mrs. Gifford's daughters, Bet- 
ty Jean, 2, and Rebecca Dee, 
one month, were beaten with a 
skillet and left lying in blood 
pools.

U. S. Forces Claim Weapons 
In Viet Nam War Outmoded

(AP) — A flurry of new com- 
plaints 
came 
Saturday 
from 
U.S. servicemen in South Viet 
Nam that they are fighting with 
shoddy weapons, shortages of 
ammunition and a lack of equip- 
ment — although, they said, 
some items are for sale on Sai- 
gon's black market. 


One U.S. Army adviser said 
Soviet-made ammunition 
clips 
taken from the Viet Cong are 
better quality than those sent 
from the United States. The 
American ones jam's, he said. 


Complaints from U.S. service- 
men about their weapons and 
equipment are nothing new in 
this war but the latest batch 
comes at a time when U.S. in- 
volvement here has been deep- 
ened. 


In Washington, the Defense 
Department said the new com- 
plaints would be looked into. 


"It is and has been the policy 
of the U.S. government to give 
U.S. forces in South Viet Nam a 
blank check for obtaining any 
and all materiel and logistical 
support needed in connection 
with their activities. Equipping 
our forces m South Viet Nam 
has had and will continue. to 
have the highest priority," a 
spokesman said. 


One U.S. Army adviser sta- 
tioned in central Viet 
Nam 
claimed that although the war 
was getting more serious, the 
most up-to-date weapons have 
not come to all units. 


"The armalite automatic rifle 
would fill the bill nicely with its 
proven effectiveness," he said. 
"But only the Special Forces 
and some privileged units get 
these. The best we get is the 
automatic carbine. As things 
get worse here, we need the 
best weapon for personal pro- 
tection." 


Another adviser said the am- 
munition clips for the carbines 
are too lightly constructed and 
jam easily under the hard us- 
age. 


Not "Made In Japan" 


"The clips for the Russian 
weapons we pick up from the 
Viet Cong are much stronger 
and more heavily constructed," 
he said. 


The most recent complaint to 
come to light before this was 
that of U.S. Army Capt. John 
King of Sebring, Fla. In Novem- 
ber he wrote to his family that 
U.S. rifles, carbines and ma- 
chine guns had not been proper- 
ly maintained by the Vietnam- 
ese. A month later King was 
killed in action. 


A secret Senate hearing in 
Washington 
four 
weeks 
ago 
upheld King's critical report. 
Previous to that have been com- 
plaints from U.S. airmen who 
said World War II-type B26 
bombers fell apart in the air. 
The old B26s have been phased 
out. 


Last November the Defense 
Department acknowledged that 
first-aid kits issued to American 


troops in the Mekong River del- 
ta area were unserviceable and 
had been replaced. 


The new round of complaints 
came from Army, Navy, Marine 
and Air Force advisers. They 
were 
interviewed 
separately. 
They all asked not to be quoted 
by name lest they get into trou- 
ble. 


One item in short supply is 
camouflaged nylon poncho lin- 
ers used as lightweight blank- 
ets. 


"Saigon says they don't have 
any left, but I know they are 
available on the black market in 
Saigon," one lieutenant said. "I 
know that if I went to U.S. mii: 
tary headquarters in Saigon and 
made a scene I would be issued 
a poncho liner and the other 
items I am lacking. But then I 
would remain a first lieutenant 
all my life." 


An American pilot said he has 
not been issued a flying jacket.

came these complaints: 


— "Some of the ammunition 
for our cannons is in pretty bad 
shape when it gets here. The 
guns on one ship jammed every

you could punch a hole through 
its armor with a pencil."

A Kremlin dinner by Soviet 
leaders for the visiting dele- 
gates brought an unexpectedly 
quick final agreement on the 
communique Friday night. An 
official announcement at 10:30 
p.m. said the meeting was con- 
tinuing but at 1 a.m. Saturday 
its end was announced. 


An official announcement said 
seven delegations left for home. 
They were from Britain, Fin- 
land, France, East Germany, 
West Germany, Hungary and 
Poland. 


The delay in publishing the 
communique was explained by 
the sources as intended to let 
delegates get home and explain 
what happened before they read 
about the compromise result in 
their party papers. 


House Leaders 
Push Urgently 
For School Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
leaders are pushing urgently for 
a vote on President Johnson's 
school aid bill while the fragile 
coalition supporting it holds to- 
gether. 


Although there is no sign the 
coalition is cracking, adminis- 
tration strategists are worried 
about 
giving 
opponents 
too 
much 
time 
to 
explode 
the 
church-state controversy lying 
quietly in the bill. 


Protestant and Roman Catho- 
lic religious leaders and public 
school officials, long at odds 
over the government's role in 
education, are now backing the 
bill and veterans of past school 
bill wars find it hard to believe 
that this can last. 


The urgency displayed by the 
leadership also reflects pressure 
from the White House for spee- 
dy action on the bill, which 
Johnson regards as a center- 
piece of his legislative program. 


The House was convened last 
Friday just to gain one day in 
the race to get the bill to the 
floor. Five legislative days must 
pass after a bill is approved in 
committee before t h e 
Rules 
Committee can be asked 
to 
| clear it for a vote. By meeting 
for a few minutes Friday — 
when sessions normally are not 
held — that request can now be 
made T u e s d a y 
instead of 
Wednesday. 


The formula fight is far from 
over. Republicans plan to make 
this the chief issue when the bill 
reaches the floor, charging it 
will give millions to the weal 
thiest 
school 
districts 
while 
Johnson has said the aim is to 
improve education for "the chil- 
dren of poverty." 


Although major church de- 
nominations are supporting the 
bill now, smaller ones and some 
Jewish groups are opposing it 
on constitutional grounds. Their 
spokesmen 
are 
making 
the 
rounds of congressional offices. 


The bill's supporters insist the 
kinds of help it would give to 
parochial schools — none in the 
form of direct grants — is con- 
stitutional. They think they have 
the votes to pass it. But they 
wish they coud hurry and get it 
over with.

Pope Leads 
Italian Mass 
For 1st Time 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI, spiritual ruler of the 
world's 
half-billion 
Roman 
Catholics, will lead his Church's 
clergy Sunday in formal intro- 
duction of the biggest changes 
in Catholic worship in at least 
four centuries. 


The pontiff will go to All 
Saint's church in Rome and 
there, at an altar facing the 
congregation, celebrate Mass in 
Italian, instead of in Latin. 


In Roman Catholic churches 
everywhere, priests will follow 
the Vatican Ecumenical Council 
decree simplifying the Church's 
liturgy and allowing the use of 
modern languages. 


Pope Paul decreed that the re- 
forms of the liturgy decree be 
effective starting Sunday, the 
first Sunday of Lent. In many 
countries bishops already have 
adopted some or all of the re- 
forms. 


The required changes involve 
the deletion of many prayers 
and small movements and ges- 
tures by the priest. The congre- 
gations must say aloud the re- 
plies that altar boys alone used 
to make to certain prayers of 
the priest. 


In addition to these required 
changes, the council liturgy re- 
form opens the way for the use 
of modern languages, and altars 
facing the congregation. These 
changes are optional and not 
mandatory. But they have been 
widely adopted. 


There has been resistance. 
Some Roman 
Catholics have 
expressed a preference for the 
old Mass in Latin, have opposed 
changes. 


In the United States, English 
was introduced in the Mass in 
place of Latin in many parts of 
the service last Nov. 29. 


Sunday the American Roman 
Catholic churches will introduce 
other changes not previously 
adopted. These deal mainly with 
relatively small details of the 
ceremony. For example, num- 
erous 
signs 
of 
the 
cross, 
"amens" out of context and 
genuflections will be omitted. 


Jack Ruby 
To Appear 
AtHearing 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - 
Jack 
Ruby, hidden behind jail bars 
most of the time since he drew 
the death sentence for killing 
presidential assassin Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, will emerge for a 
court hearing Monday. 


His appearance may go far 
toward determining whether the 
former night spot operator is 
adjudged insane and thus es- 
capes the electric chair. 


Ruby 
will go before Dist. 
Judge Joe B. Brown for a hear- 
ing on a long-dormant defense 
request for a sanity trial. Brown 
scheduled it 10 days ago at the 
direction of the Texas Court of 
Criminal Appeals. 


Individuals 
acquainted 
with 
Ruby, his family and various 
lawyers who have bowed into 
and out of the case expect the 
Dallas jurist to order such a 
trial. It could be lengthy. Na- 
tionally known medical experts 
are sure to be called. 


Seek Sane Evidence 


Several 
psychiatrists 
have 
expressed 
informal 
opinions 
that Ruby is mentally disturbed. 
Some of the lawyers say there 
has been steady deterioration 
during his long months in the 
Dallas County Jail. A doctor 
gave him tranquilizer pills for 
what was described as "psycho- 
tic depression." 


Dist. Atty. Henry Wade, in 
turn, promises his staff will of- 
fer evidence calculated to prove 
the defendant is sane. Wade 
said Ruby will be taken into the 
courtroom 
although 
the 
law 
does not make his presence 
mandatory. 


This will bring Ruby back into 
public view for the first time in 
more than 10 months. He lacks 
only a few days of marking two 
anniversaries — his conviction 
last March 14 for murdering the 
man who on Nov. 22, 1963 as- 
sassinated 
President John F. 
Kennedy on a Dallas street, and 
his 54th birthday March 25. 


Another factor in the case 
aside from Ruby's condition is 
an effort by his family to fire 
defense lawyer Joe Tonahill of 
Jasper, Tex. 


Tonahill, disputing the power 
of attorney claimed by Ruby's 
sister — Eva Grant of Dallas — 
has vowed to stay with the case 
through a final appeal. He and 
Phil Burleson of Dallas are the 
only legal staff members on the 
job throughout. At least five 
others have come and gone. 


Ruby's legal staff filed what 
is known as an affidavit of in- 
sanity last April 27 but asked 
Brown in June to delay consid- 
ering it. The matter was left 
pending while counsel worked 
instead on Ruby's appeal of the 
death sentence. 


Steel Industry, 
Labor To Resume 
Talks This Week 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - 
Long- 
delayed negotiations in the bas- 
ic steel industry resume Tues- 
day under the watchful eyes of 
the White House and the na- 
tion's business community. 


The talks get under way in an 
atmosphere of real drama un- 
derscored by an onrushing May 
I strike date. 


That gives negotiators for the 
United Steelworkers Union and 
II top steel producers, who set 
industry pattern, only 53 days to 
reach agreement on some of the 
broadest proposals in the histo- 
ry of their collective bargaining. 


But the steelworkers are still 
reeling from a bitter election 
contest that forced a recess in 
the basic steel negotiations last 
January 
shortly 
after 
they 
started. 


Only slight progress was re- 
ported in that effort, a porten- 
tous sign that negotiators will 
need all the time they can get. 
Three times, the union has re- 
fused to extend its strike dead- 
line. 


Economists have been pre- 
dicting for months that unrest in 
steel is an ill omen for the soar- 
ing national economy. President 
Johnson has let it be known he 
wants a quick and responsible 
settlement. 


Business Waiting 


The companies are anxious to 
get the talks over with and to 
get back to business as usual. 
Steel has been pouring from the 
mills at a thunderous rate with 
users stockpiling against a pos- 
sible strike. 


They are also concerned over 
rising foreign imports, another 
important source for edgy steel 
users. 
Foreign 
competition 
means jobs and revenue irre- 
trievably lost. 


The union, too, is casting a 
wary eye toward the postsettlc- 
ment period when business dips 
and layoffs are sure to follow. 


The Labor Department 
an 
nounced in Washington it will 
have two representatives at the 
tellers' hearings. The depart- 
ment said they will be present 
only to keep informed as to the 
nature of the protests, the evi- 
dence received by the tellers, 
and the progress of the hear- 
ings. 


The union has announced it 
wants wage increases, settle 
ment of all local issues and en- 
actment of a broad, five-point 
program of total job security. 


There has been no estimate of 
the money demands by either 
side but published reports have 
put it at more than 25 cents. 
This would be far more than the 
two per cent the industry says it 
is willing to accept. 


"Those Who Can Never Forget" 
Tip Leads To Discovery Of Body 


RECORD YEAR 


HALIFAX, N.S. (AP) - Nova 
Scotia's fishing industry had a 
record 500-million-pound year in 
1964, the Fisheries Ministry an- 
nounced.

MONTEVIDEO, 
U r u g u a y 
(AP) — A tip to The Associated 
Press in Bonn, Germany, that 
an alleged former Nazi had 
been killed in Montevideo led 
Saturday to the discovery of a 
mystery body in a trunk in the 
Uruguayan capital. 


The Montevideo police chief, 
Col. Ventura Rodriguez, said 
the body was found in a home in 
a fashionable section of the city. 
Police would give no positive 
identification of the body nor 
the cause of death. 


A group calling itself "Those 
Who Can Never Forget" notified 
The Associated Press in Bonn 
that on Feb. 23 in Montevideo it 
killed Latvian-born Herbert Cu- 
kurs, whom it identified as a 
former Nazi involved in the 
wartime slaying of 30,000 Jews. 
It added that he was an aero- 
nautical engineer. 


The body could be found in a 
trunk at Casa Bucertini, Calle 
Colombia, 
Balneario 
Parque 
Carasco 
in 
Montevideo, 
the 
group said. 


The police found the building 
without much trouble, went in- 
side and found the body in a big, 
bloodstained 
trunk in a bed- 
room. Police said they 
also 
found a plaque and an airline 
ticket bearing Cukurs' name, 
three spent 22-caliber cartridges 
and two bullets that had not 
been fired. 


German Medal 


Police said the small gold 
plague with a German air force 
instfnia was i n s c r i b e d in 


French, 
"Membre 
d'honneur 
Ligue International des Aviate- 
urs Albert Cukurs." The Bonn 
tipster had given Cukurs' first 
name as Herbert. An Air France 
ticket dated Feb. 20 for a flight 
from Sao Paulo, Brazil, to Mon- 
tevideo and Buenos Aires also 
was made out to "Albert Cu- 
kurs." 


Police said two men had rent- 
ed the house a month ago. One 
was described as tall and thin, 
about 60, French-speaking; the 
other about 50 and Spanish- 
speaking. 


Police said the pair had two 
Volkswagens, one black and the 
other cream-colored. 


Alejandro Otero, in charge of 
the police intelligence section, 
said he had received recently an 
anonymous letter reporting the 
case, evidently with the inten- 
tion of bringing it to the atten- 
tion of authorities. 


He added he had visited the 
area, found nothing suspicious, 
and concluded the letter had 
been a practical joke. 


The tip to The Associated 
Press office in Bonn also first 
arrived as an anonymous note. 
It told of Cukurs' alleged Nazi 
past and his killing. The note 
arrived some days ago and it 
too was dismissed as a hoax. 


A few days later, an unknown 
man in Frankfurt called by tele- 
phone to ask if the note had 
been received and if, the in- 
formation had been sent to Mon- 
tevideo.

rines — approximately 3,- 
500 men—will be sent to 
South Viet Nam on request 
of 
the South 
Vietnamese 
government. 


The two battalions of Marines 
will be assigned to the Da Nang 
area to strengthen the general 
security of the Da Nang air 
base complex, the department 
said. 


The Marines will be drawn 
from units normally deployed in 
the Pacific. 


"The limited mission of the 
Marines will be to relieve gov- 
ernment of South Viet Nam 
forces now engaged in security 
duty for action in the pacifica- 
tion program and in offensive 
roles against Communist guer- 
rilla 
forces," 
a 
department 
statement said. 


The 
department 
explained 
that the Marines were being 
sent in following consultation 
between 
the governments of 
South Viet Nam and the United 
States. 


The addition of the Marine 
battalions will bring the total of 
U.S. forces in South Viet Nam to 
about 27,000 men. 


Mortar Target 


Military sources in South Viet 
Nam have said that intelligence 
shows Da Nang is a potential 
target "for Viet Cong mortar 
crews, such as those which hit 
Bien Hao on Nov. 1 and Pleiku 
early in February with a heavy 
loss in American lives and air- 
craft. 


The big base is 80 miles south 
of the border between North and 
South Viet Nam. 


A U.S. Marine battery of 
Hawk antiaircraft missiles, cou- 
pled with a complex radar sys- 
tem, is set to knock down any 
plane that might try to sneak 
across the mountains with hos- 
tile intent. 


On the ground hundreds of 
American soldiers and Marines 
have dug in.

GENERAL BROUGHER, 
SURVIVOR OF BATAAN 
DEATH MARCH, DIES 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) 
- 
Retired Brig. Gen. William E. 
Brougher, who commanded the 
11th Philippine Division during 
World War II in the Pacific and 
was later a Japanese prisoner, 
died Saturday. 


Brougher, 
76, a native of 
Jackson, Miss., had lived in 
Atlanta since his retirement in 
1949. 


His division came into contact 
with the Japanese on Dec. 14, 
1941, only seven days after the 
Pearl Harbor attack. 


The 11th Division fought night 
and day until April 9,1942, when 
the 
American 
forces surren- 
dered at Bataan. Brougher was 
taken 
on the Bataan 
death 
march and held prisoner for 
three and a half years. He was 
liberated in Manchuria by So- 
viet forces.

It added that Cukurs retreat- 
ed with the Germans as the So- 
viet troops advanced and lived 
in Berlin after the war, and 
later went to South America.

him on Feb. 23, the note said. 


The note ended with apologies 
for "this method of informing 
you, but it is done for security 
reasons and we know you will 
understand."

Eichmann in neighboring Ar- 
gentina. Eichmann, a former 
Gestapo officer, was smuggled 
to Israel by air, ending a world- 
wide search by Jewish agents 
that began at the end of World 
War II.

SPRINGFIELD—Although the Illinois Senate is a n 
exclusive gentleman's club this session, the House has its 
ladies—seven of them—and on both sides of the political 
aisle. 


All the feminine candidates in both parties won in 
last November's election, and they all ran high on the 
ballot. All but one are from Cook County. About the 
only thing they all agree on is an appointive superintend- 
ent of public instruction, and one believes that person 
should be a woman. 


Two of the seven are incum- 
bents. 
Frances 
L. 
Dawson, 
Evanston 
teacher 
and 
house- 
wife, is beginning her fifth term 
in the House. Sitting on the Re- 
publican side, she favors re- 
apportionment of both houses on 
a population basis. 


Mrs. Dawson also favors an 
appointive 
superintendent 
o f 
public instruction and an in- 
crease in state gas tax. 


"I would support a flat-rate 
income tax or a broader sales 
tax for higher education pur- 
poses," Mrs. Dawson says. 


Esther Saperstein, the other 
incumbent, sits on the opposite 
side of the aisle. She also is in 
her fifth term as a Representa- 
tive. Hailing from Chicago, Mrs. 
Saperstein has served on the 
Chicago board of health and is a 
past president of the Chicago 
Region of the Congress of Par- 
ent Teacher Associations. 


She supports remapping of 
both houses on a 
population 
basis, and favors appointment 
of the superintendent of public 
instruction. 
M r s . 
Saperstein 
would support either a flat-rate 
or graduated income tax if it 
were "coupled with abolition of 
the personal property tax." 


Mrs. Brooks McCormick, R 
Chicago, opposes senate reap-

WASHINGTON (NEA) - The 
canard is widespread that South 
Vietnamese won't die for what 
they believe. 
Let's look at the facts. 
In the past four years, Com- 
munist 
Viet 
Cong 
murdered 
6,000 
village 
leaders, 
rural 
police and their wives and chil- 
dren. 
These 
were 
men 
and 
women who refused to yield to 
V.C. threats. 


About 1 a.m. one night, 30 
armed Viet Cong moved into 
Binh Tiiunh hamlet, assassinat- 
ed with gunshots a young girl, 
Phan Thi Trinh, chief of the 
hamlet Republican Youth. The 
terrorists pinned on her body a 
death sentence signed Forces 
for Liberation of South Viet 
Nam. 


Eight o'clock one evening, 20 
Viet Cong broke into the house 
of Ngo Tien, 58, of the Phu Hai 
hamlet council. They read an 
indictment condemning him to 
death, then knocked him down 
with submachine gun shots. The 
assassins left the indictment on 
his body signed Front for Liber- 
ation of the South. 


At midnight, Viet Cong tn- 
tered the house of Dang Thien 
Mon, 70-year-old treasurer of 
the Trung Hai fishing co-opera- 
tive. They killed Mon with 10 
submachine gun shots and then 
murdered his Oti-year-old wife. 
They left leaflets of the Front 
for Liberation of the South. 


Many 
of 
these 
Vietnamese 
took 
hamlet 
responsibilities 
knowing thoir chance of living 
was not great. 


Within eight months, the V.C. 
made three bombing attacks on 
the life of a Dinh Tuong district 
chief, once blowing up the car 
he had just gotten out of. He 
told me he was not about to 
quit. 


In Chu Due hamlet, Darlac 


Province, two hamlet chiefs had 
been killed and three abducted. 
That didn't prevent a young 
primary teacher from taking the 
job. 


Some hamlet chiefs keep fox- 
holes handy near their homes, 
depend on a youth lookout force 
to warn them when Viet Cong 
assassins sneak into the area. 


Other 
officials sleep 
every 
night with friends in nearby 
towns, come back each morning 
to do their work. 


Not all Vietnamese are brave, 
of course. The country has some 
village militiamen who run and 
hide when Viet Cong approach, 
and some regular troops who 
only go through the motions of 
fighting. There are turncoats, 
traitors and weaklings. 


But in the past four years, 
20,000 Vietnamese soldiers have 
been killed in action and 25,000 
wounded. 


Consider, too, how difficult it 
is to fight under these condi- 
tions: 


One of the earliest Communist 
Viet Cong operations was direct- 
ed against the rural Vietnam- 
ese police, The Reds would send 
a small guerrilla force to the 
outskirts of a town and entice 
the police garrison to come out 
and fight. The villagers expect- 
ed these rural police to go out 
and protect them. 


While the unit was out of its 
barracks, 
trying 
to 
grapple 
with this guerrilla force, anoth- 
er Communist group would slip 
into town and murder the fami- 
lies of the police left behind in 
the barracks area.

It's a 'Show Me' Time

It's one thing to hold a certain | 
moral principle; 
it's another i 
thing to tell your neighbor about 
it. In hundreds of American 
churches 
and 
neighborhoods 
there have been heated discus- 
sions about the necessity to dis- 
cuss these issues. For instance, 
to believe 
in 
excellence 
in 
education is one thing; to share 
that faith with a neighbor is 
another thing. Is it necessary 
to do it? To believe that in- 
tegrity in political government 
is one thing; to discuss the mat- 
ter with a neighbor in order to 
bring him to a point of view is 
another. The debates have been 
vigorous. 


Yet some of the persons who 
have defended the right of the 
Individual not to discuss his 
moral principles, watchcd the 
expulsion of students because 
they had violated honor codes 
and had cheated, The Issue 6f 
whether a man should go along 
with his fellows, or roport the 
violation of the code, is another 
example of the some problem. 
Should you just wink nt cheat- 
ing? What are the demands of 
the code of honor? 


Before you answer that ques- 
tion, take a long look at what 
is happening in many areas 
of our country. To wink at in- 
justice or to keep quiet when a 
wrong is tolerated, creates an 
erosion in agreed upon values. 
When that coherence goes, then 
mankind confronts a serious 
problem. 


Peter Marshall Once prayed, 
"O Lord, help us to stand for 
something lest we fall for any- 
thing," That 
eminent Scotch 
theologian, John Baillie, prayed, 
"Forgive us, Lord, the unkind 
word and the unkind silence." 
It's the unkind silence 
that 
creates the bland, meaningless 
apathy that tolerates evil, winks 


at injustice, and concludes that 
there's nothing that anyone can 
do about it. Someone has to 
stand against the wrong or the 
unkind silence condemns us. 


There is a fine incident that 
comes out of the Revolutionary 
War in American history. A 
Lutheran preacher by the name 
of 
Muhlenberg 
was 
also 
a 
colonel in the fledgling army. 


One day he walked into his 
pulpit, wearing his preacher's 
robo. At the close of the ser- 
mon he is reported to have 
said, "There's a time to pray 
and a time to fight and this is 
the time to fight." Where upon 
he threw off his black gown, re- 
vealing his army uniform, and 
led the men of the congregation 
out to the tough task confronting 
them. It was one thing for him 
to hold a moral principle; it was 
another thing to share it with 
his neighbor. This is a con- 
temporary fact to be considered 
as we confront the ancient dis- 
cipline of Lent. 


If you believe in racial justice, 
do you share that belief with 
your neighbor? Do you keep it 
to yourself? 


Or could this be the time when 
wo demonstrate in word and 
deed, the insistence of the song 
in "My Fair Lady:"

Although 14, she has 
been finding the demands of her 
sixth grade 
assignments 
too 
much for her and has been cut- 
ting classes. Because she is 
basically so bright, I was dis- 
mayed to hear of these truan- 
cies and said, "You're too In- 
telligent a girl to lose school 
like this. If you were a Simple 
Simon, it would be different. But 
you're no Simple Simon, Maria 
and . . . 


"Who's he?" she said. 
Her question is my partial an- 
swer lo a reader who writes: 
"You have never stated your 
opinion on school integration. 
Why are you ducking, Mrs. 
Lawrence? Are you one of these 
'progressives' who thinks it's all 
right to wreck the educational 
standards of white children's 
schools by filling them with 
gnorant Negro children?" 
Or with ignorant white ones? 
Oh yes, my Maria—that igno- 
rant white child—is also quite a 
throat 
to 
the 
"educational 
standards" of our nice, middle- 
class school systems. 


If she'd spent her whole life 
on the moon she couldn't know 
less than she does about Simple 
Simon and all he represents. 
She knows nothing about Moth- 
er Goose rhymes, engraved sil- 
ver mugs on birthdays, pres- 
sure - cooked 
vegetables, 
or 
toothbrushes. Like an underpriv- 
ileged Negro child who was al- 
so denied these middle-class ad- 
vantages, my white Maria was 
unable to bring to school that 
preschool learning which would 
have made it possible to use 
what school had to offer.

will be preschool deprivation 
that does it, whatever its color. 


You want my opinion? I'm for 
public nursery schools, I am for 
filling the learning vacuum of 
early childhoods of our Marias, 
black and white, so that they 
can become assets to our public 
school systems instead of the 
burdens they now are, I'm for 
the integration of deprived chil- 
dren.

Q—Which has more calorics, 
chocolate or cocoa?

A—Cooking chocolate contains 
from 50 to 58 per cent by weight 
of cacao fat, but the fat con 
tent of cocoa ranges only from 
10 to 22 per cent. Breakfast 
cocoa, however, must contain at 
least 22 per cent fat. Chocolate 
and cocoa are products made 
from cacao beans from cacao 
trees which thrive only in tropi- 
cal climates.

A—Unfortunately neither fish 
nor any other one particular 
food is "brain food."

Home Garden Disease 
Control Essential 


Successful disease control in 
the home garden should start 
with the purchase of the best 
seed or planting material and 
should continue in the seedbed, 
through the gardening season 
and even after harvest. A num- 
ber of different practices, used 
collectively, keep most diseases 
in check, says University of 
Illinois plant 
pathologist Mai 
Shurtleff. 


Here are his tips for prevent- 
ing diseases in the home gar- 
den: 


1. Grow «dapted 
varieties 
and types of plants recom- 
mended for the local area. Such 
varieties should include those 
having resistance to common 
diseases. 


2. Buy disease-free planting 
stock, certified or inspected, if 
possible. 


3. Treat flower and vegetable 
seed 
against 
seed 
rot 
and 
seedling blights by dusting light- 
ly with captan, Arasan, Spergon 
or similar material. These mat-

MEAT USE IN U.S. 
KEEPS GOING UP! 


Consumption of meat per per- 
son in the U. S. increased again 
in 1964. The total including poul- 
try was 212 pounds — an in- 
crease of 5 pounds over the 
1963 figure. 


Beef and veal 
consumption 
were up 6 pounds per person. 
On the average the consumption 
of lamb, mutton and pork was 
down about 1 pound. Poultry 
consumption was up slightly.

4. Plant in a well-prepared, 
fertile, 
well-drained 
seedbed. 
Follow suggested planting in- 
structions and cultural pract- 
ices. Vigorously growing plants 
usually have the fewest disease 
problems. 


5. 
Follow a recommended 
crop rotation that excludes the 
same or closely related plants 
in the same garden area for 
three or four years or more. 
This practice helps to "starve 
out" disease-producing 
organ 
isms. 


6. Keep down weeds, insects 
and rodents by cultural and 
chemical means. Insects and 
rodents 
also 
spread 
many 
diseases. 


Check Infection 


7. Carefully collect and burn 
infected plants or plant parts 
when you first discover them 
After harvest, burn, bury or 
compost 
the tops of annual 
plants. 


8. 
Store 
only 
sound, 
dry, 
blemish-free fruits and vege- 
tables. Maintain the suggested 
temperature 
and humidity in 
storage. 


9. Where necessary, 
apply 
fungicides on a regular preven- 
tive schedule. Tree, bramble 
and bush fruits, rose tomatoes, 
potatoes and vine crops are the 
only plants grown around the 
home that normally need a 
protective 
fungicide. 
Captan, 
thiram and zineb are preferred 
for use on most fruits, while 
maneb or zineb work best on 
vegetables. All four fungicides, 
as well as folpet—Phaltan—are 
useful on flowers, trees and 
shrubs to control a wide range 
of leaf spots and blights, fruit 
rots, flower blights and other 
diseases. If powdery mildew is 
a problem on such flowers as 
lilacs, roses, 
chrysanthemums 
and phlox, gardeners can and 
karathane to the spray mixture. 
Many other fungicides are avail- 
able for more specific jobs. 


Timeliness Important 


"It pays to read the package 
label before you buy. Then be 
sure to apply the right chemi- 
cals, at the right times, in the 
right concentration, in the right 
way. In this way you can eli- 
minate the danger of damaging 
tender plants or of toxic re- 
sidues remaining on ripening 
fruits and vegetables," advises 
Shurtleff. 


"Ask your local farm ad- 
viser for bulletins that will help 
your 
'green-thumb' 
efforts," 
adds Shurtleff.

Honkers Parade

Spring, or almost 
spring, 
speaks 
different messages to 
different people. Some grumble 
at the March winds which blow 
everything upside down; others 
welcome them for their kite 
flying or for drying up the mud- 
dy roads. Some digest the seed 
catalogues in search of some- 
thing new for their vegetable 
or fruit gardens or flowers too;

Music In Morgan 
And" this music sprinkled Mor- 
gan County and the surrounding 
counties the last of February.

you saw recently. 
Sometimes 
things move so fast in these 
shows that, you miss a point that 
could be useful. 


Since 
1946 these 
specially 
trained 
two-man 
teams 
from 
General Motors have been put- 
ting on Previews of Progress 
science shows. These shows have 
been given in 15 different langu- 
ages to more than 32,000,000 
students and adults in the United 
States, and 22 foreign countries. 
' One of the seven teams now 
j touring the United States visited 
the Jacksonville area in the 
middle of January. The team 
presented its 45-minute lecture 
at Jacksonville High School on 
Monday January 11, The same 
lecture was given at Jonathan 
Turner Junior High School on 
Wednesday, 
January 20. The 
members of the team 
that 
visited 
Jacksonville are Hull 
Quarrier and Mike Zemmin of 
the General Motors Public re-| 
lations staff. 


The show is not a commer- 
cial for General Motors, though 
it does cover the field in which 
the company works. The Presi- 
dent of General Motors, John F. 
Gordon, explains the purpose of 
Uiese demonstrations, "We seek 
through Preview to inspire more 
young people to make science 
and engineering 
their 
career 
and provide the trained talent 
America 
must have to keep 
pace with the promise of the 
future." 


Need For Scientists 


At present there is a shortage 
of 
scientists and engineers. 
Many companies, like General 
Motors, are offering top salaries 
to attract top scientists and 
engineers. These jobs will con- 
tinue at a premium for a long 
time to come. 


So that's what the Previews of 
Science shows are all about. 


Besides accomplishing its pur- 
pose of interesting many stu- 
dents in engineering the show 
probably also gave them ideas 
for the science projects which 


projects, in turn, will give the 
students much knowledge and modern gas turbine engines. 


steam powered jet the history of 
jet propulsion is traced to our

experience that will be useful 
when they go on to college to 
get their engineering degrees. 


Fuel Cell 
One of the highlights of the 
show is the demonstration of a 
fuel cell. This device can con- 
vert chemical energy directly 
into electrical power. This elimi- 
nates the need for boilers, tur- 
bines and generators like those 
used in power 
plants 
today. 
Because of this the fuel cell op- 
erates at an effeciency of 90 
per cent—far more than any 
other source of electrical power. 


Sunniobile 
Another star of the show is 
the 15 inch 
long 
Sunmobile 
which runs solely on the power 
of sunlight. For the demonstra- 
tion the "sun" is a 300-watt 
lamp. When the rays from the 
lamp strike the eight, button- 
like, photocells on the hood of 
the car the sunmobile moves 
smoothly and swiftly across the 
table. 


An even more strange device 
in the show is an air bearing 
platform. This pad is supported 
on a thin film of air forced out 
through three pads by a small 
blower. The air eliminates near- 
ly all the friction from the 
platform so it can move a 1,000 
pound weight with just 5 pounds 
of force. 


In another demonstration the 
lecturer 
calls on a student 
volunteer from the audience to 
handle, or try to handle a suit- 
case with a mind of its own. 
This '"mind" is a gyroscope 
system similar to the "brains" 
that guide airplanes, ships and 
rockets. 


Wire Explodes 
A wire explodes in another 
demonstration. This shows the 
principal of stored energy which 
may some day power our far- 
voyaging space ships. In the 
demonstration a 10-watt power 
supply furnishes over 30,000,000 
watts for an instant using this 
principle. 


Also on display was a copy 
of Hero's 
engine. From 
this 
2,000 year old ancient Greek 


Another star in the Previews 
of Progress show is the Re- 
uleaux Triangle. This triangle 
has rounded sides so that it 
can roll smoothly as a wheel. 


The show also goes into the 
world of chemistry to produce 
rubber in a pop bottle and a 
small 
piece of plastic 
foam 
used in automobile and airplane 
crash pads.

1 to mid-December, about half 
as much as a year earlier. But 
from mid-December to Febru- 
ary 5 sales totaled nearly 100 
million bushels, about five times 
as much as last year. 


The minimum sale price for 
CCC corn is the support level 
plus 1% cents for each month 
since October. By April t h e 
minimum sale price for CCC 
corn will be 6 cents over the 
minimum a year earlier.

CAPTAIN EASY

CHICAGO (AP) - 
Gangling 
Ernie Terrell, effectively using 
his seven-inch edge in reach and 
a whip-like left jab, scored a 
unanimous 
15-round 
decision 
over Eddie Machen for the WBA 
version of the heavyweight box- 
ing title Friday night. 


Terrell, 
6-foot-6 
Chicagoan, 
fought with a nearly-closed left 
eye from the sixth round on but 
steadily outpointed the 32-year- 
old Machen, veteran Redding, 
Calif., campaigner. 


Terrell's triumph, his 13th in 
a row, created two heavyweight 
champions with Cassius Clay 
still recognized beyond the WBA 
realm and through most of the 
boxing world. 


Although referee Sonny Weis- 
mann and judges Bill Doty and 
Dr. A. M. Duxler had the 199- 
pound Ten-ell winning handily, 
the International Amphitheatre 
crowd 
of 
about 8,000 loudly 
booed the verdict. 


Minutes after the methodical 
bout ended, the crowd chanted 
loudly: "We want Eddie." 


The AP score card had Ter- 
rell, 
weighing 
seven 
pounds 
more than Machen's 192, win- 
ning 71-61. A quick check of 
ringside writers brought a 6-2 
pick for the 25-year-old Terrell. 


No Knockdowns 


There were no knockdowns, 
but plenty of slipping and wres- 
tling as Machen was frustrated 
for the most part by Toirell's 
height, reach and lightning left 
jabs. 


Machen had his best round in 
the eighth, when the referee 
took a look at Terrell's badly 
luffed left eye. In that round 
achen nearly knocked out Ter- 
rell's mouthpiece with a vicious 
left hook to the jaw. 


The 
attendance 
was 
an- 
nounced unofficially at 6,587 and 
the gross gate at $47,115. Mach- 
en had a $20,000 guarantee. 


Referee Weisman said Mach- 
en put himself at a disadvan- 
tage when he bent low to avoid 
punishment. 


"Terrell is permitted tc hit 
him when he was stooped over, 
but to the side, not the back," 
he said. "I warned Terrell once 
for hitting Machen on the back 
and after that he obeyed me." 


Machen by bending low tre- 
quently not only took punches to 
the side but when he straigh- 
tened up, Terrell was ready 
with his stinging left jabs. 


Many Combinations 


"Terrell often tossed off five 
left jabs in a row," the referee 
said. "Many times, at 
least 
three were blocked, but two 
would get through and give him 
points. I would say the effec- 
tiveness of Terrell's left jabs 
was the big difference." 


The crowd, pulling for the 
half-foot shorter Machen, loosed 
a chorus of booes every time he 
was stooped and Terrell kept 
belting him. 


The guitar-strumming Terrell, 
who now has a 37-4 record since 


turning pro in 1957, was in slight 
trouble only once after Mach- 
en's good eighth. 


That was in the closing 15th 
¡when Machen, realizing he had
